Applicant hereby confirms that claims 17-33 are withdrawn firom consideration and 
claims 1-16 and 34-35 are still pending in the above-identified application. 

Applicant respectfiiUy submits that certain typographical and/or clerical errors were made 
in the previous Response to Restriction Requirement. The Office Action stated that claims 1-16 
and 35-36 were drawn to an apparatus and claims 17-34 were drawn to a method, apparently the 
resuh of a typographical error (originally, claims 1-16 and 34-35 were actually drawn to the 
apparatus while claims 17-33 were drawn to the method).
